REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Sidney: 


I réspectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools: 


The six schools in Sidney have operated during the past 
fiscal year with few changes in the teaching staff. Most of 
the teachers are local and in these times when teachers are 
so scarce, we are fortunate in having so many good teachers. 
Data pertaining to the several schools showing the teacher’s 
names, grades taught, and enrollments are as follows.

During the summer vacation, Leonard Plourde resigned 
from the Carlton School, West Sidney, and Christine Benson 
resigned from the Cowan School. Annie McLellan, who had 
substituted at the Cowan School, was hired for the regular 
teacher for the school year 1952-53, and Marjorie Taylor 
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was hired at the Carlton School. Mrs. Taylor resigned on 
January 16, 1953, and Evelyn Hodgdon was hired to finish 
out the year in this school. Mrs. Hodgdon is a college gradu- 
ate with four years of training. 


Pupil progress in the several schools has been good. 
Young people who have gone on to High School have, 
almost without exception, made very good records. This 
would be one indication that they must have had good 
preparation in the grades. 


TEXTBOOKS—The question has been asked if it is 
necessary to buy textbooks every year. The answer is that 
a textbook wears out and therefore must be replaced from 
time to time. A pupil in the grades has an average of nine 
textbooks, and the average life of a textbook is approx mate- 
ly five years. This shows why textbooks have to be pur- 
chased each year. In addition to the regular basal texts, 
we need to build up the supply of supplementary material, 
encyclopedias, dictionaries, etc. Books are purchased only 
as necessary to equip the pupil with a sound up-to-date 
book to aid him in his pursuit of an education. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS—During the past year, exten- 
sive repairs were made on the Carlton School, West Sidney. 
The building was painted on the outside during the summer 
vacation, and the windows were all furnished with glass as 
necessary, including putty. On the inside, a new ceiling was 
put up. This has made a marked improvement in the ap- 
pearance of the room. 


On the other schools, there were minor repairs such as 
repairing roofs, replacing of broken steps, etc. A stoop was 
placed over the main entrance of the Lincoln School and 
the Thayer Corner School. 


Several people have commented on the expense of keep- 
ing these schools in repair. It should be borne in mind that 
the upkeep on six school buildings is bound to be quite an 
item even when they are in good condition to begin with. 
In the case of Sidney Schools, the buildings were in bad 
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shape when the new program of repair was started three 
years ago. 


REPAIRS—A tentative list has been planned for the 
coming year. It should be noted that these items are im- 
portant. This list is given in detail in the budget. 


CONVEYANCE—During the spring of 1952, notices 
were posted calling the attention of the people in Sidney 
to the fact that it was time to solicit bids again for the 
School Conveyance Routes. Every effort was made to noti- 
fy everyone and ample time was given between the notices 
and the date of closing the bids. As a result of the bidding, 
the same drivers are carrying scholars on the River Road 
and on the Middle Road. The only change was on the Pond 
Road, where the route was let to the lowest bidder. ‘These 
routes have all been let out with the understanding that 
for the wages specified, every pupil who is entitled to con- 
veyance on these several routes will be conveyed without 
extra charge. 


It is my wish at this time to express my appreciation for 
the fine record of service given by Will Cowan, who drove 
the school bus for many years. A good bus driver is a valu- 
able public servant to any community. 


SEATS AND DESKS—The town of Sidney must give 
attention to the need of replacing the broken seats and 
desks and the obsolete units which are found in every school 
in town. A sum should be raised and appropriated each year 
for the purchase of new seats and desks until the seating 
arrangements have been made satisfactory. If new seats and 
desks are purchased, they would be movable, up-to-date, 
and fit into a new building if the time comes that Sidney 
should decide to build. The same policy applies to any new 
equipment including lights which may be purchased. | 


FINANCE—Much study has been given to the School 
Budget for the ensuing year. It has been carefully prepared 
by the School Board and Superintendent of Schools. In 
addition to this, the Budget Committee has given attention 
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to the various items involved, and the costs have been 
maintained at a comparatively low figure in almost every 
department. 


Tuition is one of the large items in the Maintenance 
Account and is gradually increasing. Many children from 
Sidney go to High Schools in surrounding towns.

However, it has been the 
experience of the School Board during the past few years 
that most items have been underestimated. Furthermore, 
repair items often involve expenses unforeseen at the time 
of the estimate. 


The School Board has benefited again from the new 
State Subsidy Law. This will continue to benefit the Town 
because it is a different formula than was used for the old 
Equalization Law. Without this new law, the expense to 
the town would be much greater than it is at the present 
time. 


In these times of high wages and high living costs, it is 
impossible to operate any business on the same level as 
maintained ten or fifteen years ago. This is a different 
day entirely, and the reason that the expenses are not 
higher is because every effort has been made to maintain 
a sound economic program. The town is entitled to get a 
dollar’s worth of value for every dollar spent and apparent- 
ly this has been achieved. 
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Allow me to express my sincere thanks to the School 
Board, Town Officials, Teachers, and Citizens, who have 
helped so cooperatively during the past year.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
1952 


A total of ten nursing days was spent in your town. The 
service was comprised of home visiting on a limited basis, 
Child Health Conferences and planning with local Health 
Council for a more comprehensive program for the coming 
year. 


A series of six Child Health Conferences was held with an 
average attendance of eleven per conference; forty-seven 
physical examinations were given; fourteen were vaccinated 
against smallpox and immunized against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough and tetanus. 


The Local Health Council and your Public Health Nurse 
have long felt that the Town as a whole is still unaware of 
many services available to them through the Division of 
Public Health Nursing. A series of meetings are to be held 
to bring us up to date on Nursing Services, and parents are 
urged to attend these. 


Also the Council has completed a permanent file, list- 
ing all immunizations given to school children, infants and 
preschools. This file will be in possession of the Council and 
information, as requested, dispensed to the families. 


At the next Council Meeting a more extensive school 
program will be the subject of discussion. 


In closing, may I thank the Local Health Council members 
for its splendid work and the townspeople for their co- 
operation.

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BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


The following is a brief report of White Pine Blister Rust 
control work performed in your town in 1952. 


Blister rust control in the State of Maine is conducted 
by the Bureau of Entomology & Plant Quarantine of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, The Maine 
Forest Service, towns, cities and individuals cooperating. 
The disease is present in every white pine town in the state, 
varying in intensity from light to nearly one hundred per 
cent infection. Pines of all ages are susceptible, but the 
greatest damage is to trees in the younger classes. The 
rust is a two host disease, white pines and all varieties of the 
currant and gooseberry family,called ribes, are the hosts. 
The disease cannot spread from pine to pine, but spreads 
to the pines from the infected ribes located within infect- 
ing distance, usually under 900 feet. The spread of the dis- 
ease is controlled by destroying ribes growing closely as- 
sociated with pines. 


Our records show that Sidney has 3,861 acres of pine 
bearing lands, which necessitates the removal of ribes from 
13,506 acres,in order to protect the pines from the rust. 


The Town of Sidney made $150.00 available for this 
work in 1952, and during the control season 2,824 currant 
and gooseberry bushes were destroyed on 1,970 acres, at a 
cost of $304.98 (Town $149.99, State $149.99, Federal 
Government $5.00). There are 13,446 acres that are now 
on maintenance, however, approximately 6,500 acres of this 
maintenance area should be re-examined in the near future. 


As this work is only conducted on a cooperative _ basis, 
we recommend that your town make funds available for 
the 1953 work season.

TOWN OF SIDNEY 
FEBRUARY 11, 1951 TO FEBRUARY 10, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Sidney 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 
10, 1952. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector and Town Clerk. 


It was ascertained that at the annual town meeting the 
townspeople voted to transfer $2,500.00 from excise tax 
monies to the Road Plowing account. It was also voted to 
transfer $1,500.00 from the unappropriated surplus to the 


' Fire Department account. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transac- 
tions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures 
which revealed that expenditures exceeded available funds 
by $767.84. Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation 
accounts, more particularly in the Town Charges, Highways 
and Bridges and Unclassified accounts totaling $203.87, 
$554.21 and $371.04 respectively. Overdrafts and unexpend- 
ed balances are summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts SLST29et2 
Unexpended Balances 361.28 
Net Overdrafts 767.84 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute, except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities, and 
then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropria- 
tion. 
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A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
(Exhibit B,) disclosed that for the 1951 year revenues in- 
creased by $104.47 as compared with those of the previous 
year. Expenditures for the same period decreased by $9, 
892.17. The factors contributing to these differences were 
reviewed with no exceptions noted. Following is a summary 
of the differences as compared with revenues and expendi- 
tures of the preceding year:
